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CURRENT TRENDS 
Week Ending 9 Feb 1946 


The annual admission rate per 1000 for All Causes is 727; it is 1.2% above last week's rate of 713, but 
compares quite favorably with the value 765 reported a year ago for the corresponding week. Changes from 
last week are fairly moderate for the various Districts. The largest drop occurs in the lst District, whose 
rate of 687 is 18.3% lower than that of 841 for the week previous; next comes the 13th District with a rate of 
581 which is 16.0% below the rete of 692 reported a week ago. The 3rd, 4th, 8th, and 9th Districts report 
rates which range from 2.6% to 6.5% below those of the past week, On the other hand, the 7th District shows 
the largest increase, with a rate of 523, the latter being 23.1% above the rate of 425 for the previous week. 


The rate for Respiratory Diseases is 247.1 as against 245.3 a week ago, and 272 a year ago, The 13th 
District has the largest drop with a rate of 135.6, which is 33.0% below the figure of 202,% reported 2 
week ago, The lst, 3rd, 7th, Sth, llth, and 12th Districts report rates which range from 1.7% to 16.7% 
below the ones they reported the week before, The largest increase is registered by the 6th District, with 
a rate of 221.6 which exceeds by 39.0% the rate of 159.4 reported the preceding week. Substantial rises are 
also shown by the 4th District with a rate of 224.9, and the 5th District with 331.6; these rates exceed those 
of the preceding week by 15.9% and 13.1% respectively. 


INFLUENZA AND CATARRHAL FEVER, ACUTE. The combined rate for these two diseases is 164.7, a very slight 
decrease from last week's figure of 1660.8; it is 4.6% below the rate of 173.4 reported a year ago. The 13th 
District, with a rate of 100.0,has a 36.3% drop from last week's rate of 156.9, which is the largest drop for 
any District. The 3rd and 8th Districts with rates of 180.0 and 134.4 respectively, likewise exhibit fair 
decreases from the previous week, 13.4% and 14.5% respectively. Also on the decrease are the let, 6th, 11th, 
and 12th Districts. The 5th and 7th Districts have the largest increase, their rates of 240.6 end 67.8 
respectively being roughly 18% greater than the corresponding rates for last week. Moderate increases are 
shown by the 4th District and the Potomac and Severn River Commands. The 5th District leads with a rate of 
240.6, while the 7th District ig at the bottom with 67.8. : 


PNEUMONIA~-BRONCHO AND LOBAR. The combined rate for these two diseases remains stationary this week at 
2.4, This compares favorably with the rate of 6 reported a year ego for the corresponding period, Significant 
decreases are shown by the lst, 6th, 7th, llth Districts and the Potomac and Severn River Commands, while 
significant increases are shown by the 3rd, 5th, Sth, and 9th Districts. The 5th District is highest with 5.3. 
The 4th, 6th, 7th, 13th Districts and the Potomac end Severn River Commands have no incidence for the week. 


PNEUMONIA, ATYPICAL.. The rate of 4,4 for this disease marks a sharp rise, roughly 4o%, over last week's 
rate of 3.1. It is also more than twice the rate reported a year ago for the corresponding period. The 6th 
District, which led all others last week, experiences an approximate 61% drop from 11.3 to 4.6, Also showing 
significant drops are the lst, 12th, and 13th Districts. The llth District takes the lead this week with a 
rate of 11.6, marking a 137% increase over last week's rate of 4.9, Substantial increases are also experienced 
by the 3rd, 5th, 8th, and 9th Districts, and the Potomac end Severn River Commands, The 13th District reports 
no incidence, 


TONSILLITIS AND PHARYNGITIS, ACUTE. The upswing of these two diseases which started on 5 Jan, still 
continues with e rate of 75.7 as ageinst 73.0 for the preceding week, It is still some 15.5% below last year's 
figure of 90. The 9th District still leads all the others, with a rate of 168.7, which is 6.2% greater than 


the rate of 158.9 reported by it lest week. The 6th District ig next with 116.0 as against 38.4 last week, 


, 


an increase of over 200%, The 4th District, with a rate of 68.5, registers a 44.5% increase over the week before» 


while the 12th District shows a more moderate increase of 17.26 with 54.4 as rate. The decreases are much 
more modest, the chief ones being approximately 33 for the 7th and 8th Districts with rates of 20.9 and 

33.9, respectively, while the lst and 13th Districts are respectively 19.6% and 17.2% below last week's rates, 
with 39.9 and 35.6 for the present week, The 7th District has the lowest rate with 20.9. 


SCARLET FEVER. This disease continues its fluctuating course, with a rate of 13.0 as against 16,3 last 
week and He a year ago. The 9th District still leade with 42.2, a slight improvement over last week's 45.3. 
‘Decided improvement is shown by the 5th, llth, and 12th Districts, and the Potomac and Severn River Commands. 
On the other hand, the 8th District is the only one to show a marked relative increase with a rate of 7.5 
as against 4.5 the previous week. The 4th, 6th, 7th, and 13th Districts, and the Potomac and Severn River 
Commands revort no incidence, 


CEREBROSPINAL FEVER, MENINGOCOCCIC, The rate for this disease is 0.1, the first time in six weeks that 


it is not 0, The incidence comes from the Sth District. None of the other Districts reported any cases. 


MEASLES. The rate is 8.0 as against 9.2 lest week, and is exactly the rate for the corresvonding week 
a year ago. Great improvements are shown by the 3rd District and the Potomac and Severn River Commands with 
rates of 8.3 and 4.5 resnectively, as against 16,4 and 17.7 last week. Slight improvement is shown by the 
9th District which is still highest with 23.6 as compared to 25,6 iast week. The 7th District, only, had no 
-fineidence. The lst, 4th, 6th, 8th, loth, and 13th Districts are on the incresss,
